EXTRACTS from the Declakatioms of Bridget Garrey, referred to in the above 
Letter, No. 1. 

I was born in Tuam, county Galway, Ireland, in the year 1812. In 1828 I not man-i.,1 
to James Garrey a resident in Tuam. In 1833 I went along with my husband to Loudon 
where 1 remained, Willi the exception of 12 months I spent in Tuam, until about a week am’ 
In 1848 my husband died in London, where he was employed as a labourer by Mr. Moldin' 
a master bneklayer, living at “ Owl” [Oldj-street, Saint Luke’s, since deceased. I had two 
children born in London, Caroline Garrey, 18 years, and Mary Ann Garrey, o 0 incr on eierhr. 
years of age. 1 had also another daughter, a married woman, named Bridget Leech married 
in London, 14th May 1852, to Daniel Leech, a native of Dublin, who has since emigrated 
to New York United States, America, by whom she had one child, Mary Leech born in 
London, 20th March 1853. I declare, that about three months after my husband died I 
applied for and obtained relief in Saint Luke’s Parish Workhouse, along with my aforesaid 
two children, where I remained four months. I then came out, and remained out six years 
living in the same parish, supporting myself by washing and selling fruit. On the 23d 
ultimo, i again applied, and obtained admission, along with my two children into the same 
workhouse. I was there ia week, and applied for my discharge, and was refused by Mr. 
Allbury, but obtained it from Mr. Edwards, the master. I was only at the gate when I was 
taken, by Mr. Allbury s orders, and put forcibly and against my will", along with my two chil- 
dren, into a cab, and placed on board the “ Secret ” steamer, leaving for Limerick, where I was 
anded, and where I had no relative or friend, nor was never there before. I was brought 
before no authority previous to my being placed on board the steamer. 

I have been for the last sixteen years residing in Saint Luke’s parish, City Road, London 
and for four years previous have been living in other parts of London, t obtained admis- 
sion into the Saint Lukes Workhouse, situate near the Eagle Tavern, City Road, London 
1 lived, previous to my admission, in No. 20, South-street, Brick-lane. The name of ibe 
relieving officer from whom I got a ticket is Mr. Leake.

My dear Sir, London, 13 June 1853. 

I received this morning yours of the 10th instant, on the subject of a pauper and family 
of the name of Garrey, most improperly and grossly, as I believe, transported from this to 
Limerick per “ Secret.” As our mayor was here in attendance on the Limerick Improvements 
Bill, before Mr. Bouverie, he kindly agreed to accompany me to the Home Office, and to 
the Poor Law Board. Mr. Baines, the chairman, says, that if she was for the five last years 
residing in any parish here, she was irremovable; but as there are several parishes of 
St. Luke, vou must give us some description of its locality, and also a declaration of the 
woman having resided during the last five years at least in it, and I have no doubt 1 shall 
be able to obtain redress for this improper conduct on the part of the parochial authorities 
here.

LETTER from the Guardians of the Poor of the Parish of Saint Luke, Middlesex, 
to the Poor Law Board. 

Board-room, Workhouse, Saint Luke, Middlesex, 
My Lord, 25 Juno 1853. 

I am desired by the Board of Guardians of the Poor of this Parish to acknowledge 
the receipt of your letter, of the 21st instant, together with its enclosure, and 
send you, by desire of the Guardians, the following facts, in answer thereto : 

Bridget Garrey and her two children have been chargeable to this parish for 
years ; on the 4tli February last she and her two children, being then in this work- 
house, an order of Justices was obtained for their removal to Ireland ; but when the 
order of removal had been made, and was about being executed, she applied to he 
discharged with her two children, promising not to apply again if she was allowed 
to do so. She was discharged accordingly, and was informed that if she should 
again apply, she and her two children would be removed under the order to Ireland. 

On the 21st ultimo the two children were admitted into this workhouse without 
the mother, who had then been committed to prison, and they remained herein 
until her discharge from prison on the 23d ultimo. 

On the 24th ultimo Bridget Garrey and her two children wore again admitted 
into this workhouse, and remained therein until the morning of the 30th ultimo, 
when they were sent over to the receiving ward to have their clothes changed for 
removal to Ireland. 

Bridget Garrey, instead of informing the nurse of the receiving ward that she 
was about being removed to Ireland, told her they were to be discharged, and the 
nurse took her to the gate for that purpose, when, the deception having been 
discovered, they were detained, and removed under the order to Ireland. 

They were taken, under the order, in the usual way, to Mr. Baker’s depot. 
Wap ping, and were removed through him to Ireland. 

Caroline Garrey is in her sixteenth year.
